As the University of Nebraska system 
faces the possibility of $13.9 million in bud- 
getcuts, Gov. Ben Nelson sald he is hoping 
for an inercase in the NU system budget. 

When asked how he thought the univer. 
sity would fare in the next state budget, 
Nelson was quick to respond, “There’s a 
distinction between my budget and what's 
being talked about by the Appropriations 
Committee. 

“My budget, for example, shows about a 
2.5 percent increase for higher cducation, 

’ for the statewide system of the University of 
Nebraska. The Appropriations Committce ts 
Isoking at about a $14 miliion reduction,” 
Nelson said in a telephone interview. 

Although, he explained, “Obviously I 
don’t getanother shotat it until the budget’s 
allbcen put togetherand fs given tomencar 
the end of the session. 

In the long range, Nelson said, he would 
Ike to think thatin the future a way could be 
found to get budgets under control so that 
excellence in higher education can be pure 
sued in Nebraska. 

Nelson spoke about a variety of issues 
facing the state of Nebraska, Including the 
ellminatton of some Medicaid programs, an 
issue that bas recently generated public an- 
ger.

On a national level, Nelson spoke about 
how Clinton's tenure as governor of Arkan- 
sas might impact on his approach to the — 
presidency. 

“The governors-bave an awfal lot morse 
involvement and more input. The federal . 
goverment tends to take a ‘one-size-fits- 
all’ approach toanything, when in fact weal! 
know that there are different problems in 
New York than there are in Nebraska, ccr- 
tainly if not in quality then in terms of size 
and urgency.” 

As for the impact of the new ‘Clinton 
administration on the mood of the nation, 
Nelson said he has no doubt that a new 
climate of optimism is taking over. 

“And I think that’s uc of my colleagues 
who happen to be Republican governors as 
well. Congress will indeed have todo some- 
thing —we've gattestop ‘business asusual,’ 
and thisisanopportunity tomake theehanges 
that we need.”

This way thedisabledcan 
know what resources areavailable to them and 
have the planning necessary to seek employ- 
ment with confidence,” Rutten said, 

According to Rutten, when the federally 
funded three-year program expires, theservices

As we abhor the violence of abortion, we abhor violence 
as a dangerous and deplorable means to stop abortion.” The 
Statement further stated, “Tt is notencugh to say, ‘we sympathize 
withMr, Griffin’smotivations butdisagree withhisactions,’ Inthe 
name and in the true spirit of pro-life, we call on all in the pro-life 
movement to condemn such violence in no uncertain terms.” 

Other groups such as Nebraska Right to Life and Texans 
United for Life expressed similar sentiments, But their message 
went unhecded, as other groups like Missionaries to the Pre- 
bor, Operation Rescue, Rescue America, Pro-Life Action 
League of Iinois and American Family Association in 
Brandenton came close to condoning—if not praising— Mr. 
Griffin's actions: 

“Think the man that was killed—and it was unfortunate—he 
shouldbe gladhe wasnotkilledin the same way thathe haskilled 


ether people, which is limb by limb,” said Debbie Dykes of 
American Family Association. 

I’snotknown if Dr. Gunn is feeling gladas he is dead at the 
moment And it’s not known whether he is happy or sad or 
feeling any emotion his family and other folks across America 
are feeling right now. A common thought expressed right now 
may be that these “mainstream” pro-life advocates who have 
excused Ms, Griffin’s actions are no more than two-bit thugs 
resorting to terrorism to suppress Americans and their sights. 

Not that pro-lifers are wrong to feel the way they do: Ifmen 
and women alike are worticd about becoming pregnant or 
getting someone pregnant, they should keep their peters and 
other partsin their pants. No onchas foreed the majority of those 
who gct abortions to lay down and have sex—it was something 
they were willing to do. And if they're willing to play, dhey 
should be willing to pay. 

On the other hand, this incessant need to play God and decide 
whatis moral for socicty is something we can do without. Sure, 
the abortion ratcishigh, but where have the pro-life crawds been 
toalleviate the conditions which make abortion so appealing to 
the young, the poor, and those ignorant of birth contro}? Even if 
it were not the case that these three groups are the most prone to 
getting abortions, by what right and whose charge are diese pro- 
lifersabletodecide for women that what they dois wrong? God? 
There are many pro-choice groups who believe in God and 
sincerely believe that God would allow choice. Human sights? 
It’s only until recently that this question has popped up, andeven 
thenhuman rights groups arenotsoliden theirbelief, Medicine? 
Though the medical community has stated that the fetus isalive, 
there is no agreement as to the definition of “human being,” 
although most would say that (he fetus is one day capable of 
being a human person. 

In fact, there is very lite agreement in the United States as to 
when the fetus is “ensouled,” “human,” “a person,” or whatever. 
And as far as legality goes, the fetus has no right until birth—to 
inheritance, damages because of injury or to being counted a tax 
deduction.

By preparing tocutalmost $2 million from UNO budget, the 
Legislature is making itpainfully clear that they only see higher 
education in Nebraska as a physical resource, a subdivision of 
the governmental machine thatcould stand to go withoutatune- 
up for a litde while longer. How easy it is to forget that those 
funds representopportunities for Nebraskan students tocompete 
forjobsonan already all butimpervious market, That’sone way 
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to keep kids from cruising Dodge; make the college system so 
undesirable that theyll have to go out of state for an education. 
Those that remain can form the nucleus of a mighty burger- 
flipping force, whocould work hard to feed those bettereducated 
than they. 

OF cousse, the situation isn’t as cut-and-dried as that. But it 
can’t be denied that you don’t attract customers by closing the 
store, All the universitics in Nebraska can only take so much; 
eventually diey will buckie under the weight of students they 
can’tsupport, Andsince they have achoice, many students will 
probably leave, 

Thereis only one solution 
to this. Allocate more money 
to education, Shaking up de- 
partments and streamlining 
programs will only pull in a 
litte more money. The true 
money can only be given by astate governmentmore concerned 
with the future of Nebraska than with its bank account. 

If the state of Nebraska wants to put forth the image of a 
quality education, then it will just have to pull outits walletand 
deliver. Until then, dic talking heads in the Legislature can fight 
eversomeoncelse’slivelihocd, part-timeeducatorscan fight for 
dceent wages, and students can argue the semantics of, say, 
facism, oblivious tothe fact that they soon mightnothaveaclass 
to argue in,

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It’s gotta be the pants. 

What else coutd cause 15,000 screaming fans to pack 
into Hilton Coliseum to see a 52-year-old man strut his 
stuff across the stage for twoeand a half hours? 

Could it be those tight, black, polyester-type pants that 
Neil Diamond bends and shakes in? 

Well, they certainly coutdn’t hurt his cause. 

After watching Neil Diamond croon his way into the 
hearts of thousands Friday at his sold-out concert in 
Ames, Iowa, the facts were clear. 

Neil Diamond is hip. 

Sure, he plays music your parents listen to. And I 
probably saw quite a few of them holding signs and 
raising lighters. 

But in that same crowd were grandparents, aunts, 
uncles, and (gutp) young adults. 

And a lot of them really dug those pants. 

They liked them so much that a handful of fans held up 


Olympic-type scoring signs reading ‘20° afterhe danced ‘| 
around their side of the stage. Several older women — | 
around me even wistfully commentedabout his backside, — | 


Before the polyester hysteria could subside, Diamond 
had already launched a barrage of bits upon the audience, 

First there was “ello Again,” a top 10 smash from his 
1980 movie “The Jazz Singer.” ; 

Diamond performed this number, and many others, 
with as much drive and vecal umph as the original track. 
The song got the crowd screaming, clapping and gasping. 
Diamond returned his appreciation by blowing kisses and 
pointing adoringly to the masses. 

Diamond then picked up the pace with “Swect 
. Caroline,” a timeless bar classic recorded back in 1969. 

The mixture of fast-paced, danceable songs with some 
of his slowes, shower-singing tunes was the norm for the 
night. “September Morn,” a picturesque love song about 

- days gone past, raised the PDA (public display of affec- 
tion) meter up to mach speed (yech). Couples of all ages 
were holding bands and swaying to the music, with 
flickers of lighters and Diamond spotlighted in their 
backdrop. 

Singing is not Diamond's only bag. He has also writ- 
ten songs for other acts that have topped the charts. 

“I'm a Believer” was penned by Diamond, and the 
Monkees took it to the tep of the charts in 1969, UB40 
souped up Diamond’s “Red, Red Wine” a few years ago 
and took it to the top, also.

He treated the audience by performing both of the bits, 
musingly throwing his own words in about UB40 taking 
his song to the top during the reggae solo of “Red, Red 
Wine.” 

Diamond confided to the crowd that he was notalways 
so artistically adept. He recalled his first song. 

“I remember it, unfortunately,” he said. 

So he played it, The ‘50s-type song had punch and 
danceability. The crowd foved it. 

He could do nothing wrong. 

“Coming to America,” a top 10 single which has 
become the national anthem of the 20th century, brought 
the masses bursting out of their seats for the first time. 
Diamond sang underneath several American flags while 
he belted out the tune. It was enough to make any flag 
waver a little (ahem) misty. 

Diamond closed the set, which lasted for over two 
hours, with the pop classic “I Am [ Said.” 

As the lights dimmed and Diamond reflected on the 
powerful song, it became obvious to the audience that all 
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geod things had tocome to an end, He closed the song and 
headed for the stairs. 

What was anticipated was another one of those “lets 
see if they clap long enough and then I'll come out again 
for a few more songs” encores that every band pulls with 
their fans. 

But Diamond isn’t like anyone else. As he was heading 
off the stage, he looked up at the crowd, headed back for 
the stage, and played a few more songs. 

No bype. No gimmicks. Just totally Neil. 

What's most amazing, though, is how this guy, at 52, 
could play non-stop for over two hours without any sort 
of a breather. Most performers half his age don’t even 
attempt to perform such an arduous task. Diamond hasn’t 
come up for air since December of 1991, when he started 
his “Love in the Round Tour.” 

_ With the songs, the strut and the slacks, the hip jazz 
singer topples his younger counterparts in the music 
business, 

He's just a diamond in the rough.

Smith is one of eight production assistants who have 
their wosk study at KYNE-TV Channel 26, UNO’s televi- 
sion station (UTV) located in the Engineering Building's 
basement. 

“They ask that you take the TV-1 class,” Smith says. 
“What you learn in class is fine, but that’s play TV. This is 
areal job because it goes on the air.” 

Before ascending into the booth, Smith consults a crew 
assignment list posted on the side door of the studio. She 
explains everyone is assigned crews, but that doesn’t mean 
that person will do the same job all the time. 

“We have to be pretty versed 
in all aspects of production,” 
Smith says. “Even the things 
you aren’t doing, you have to 
understand it all because it be- 
comes one in the end.” 

In addition to the student workers, full-time engincers 
and producers work at the studio as advisors. There are 
also two crew chiefs, who Smith deseribes as “students 
who have been here a really tong time.” 

“The longer you work here, you get a chance to direct 
and even produce things,” Smith says. 

Smith has worked at UTV for two years, so she is not 


surprised when she reads the assignment sheet and fearns | 


that she is to direct Monday afternoon’s live program, 
“Homework Hotline.” 

“This place gives us the opportunity to do things like 
learning bow to work the cameras and direct that other 
places wouldn't,” Smith says. “We're here mostly for the 
experience.” 

In preparation for the show, which airs every Monday 
during the Omaha Public School District session, Smith circles 
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the set one more time. 

She arranges the microphone on the tutors’ setdesk. On 
cach side, a blackboard hangs on a flat painted Iike a brick 
wall, For continuity, another similarly painted flat sits 
behind the tutor desk bearing the “Homework Hotline” 
sign. 

Smith enters the production boath. Along one wall are 
26 monitor screens of varying sizes showing all activity on 
the set. Smith dons her headset. 

“We'll have to change the (camera) irises _ they are so 
off.” Smith looks at the network of monitors. Each camera 
has its own monitor. Smith explains the cameras are not 
focused properly. 

“They are ali focused on one chart to adjust,” Smith 
says. “So when we switch on the lights they are nat really 
bright or dark — that looks bad.” 

Another pre-production chore Smith does i is change the 
“graphics,” the credits of the program. This is because the 
jobs change frequently from person to person. 

For the final camera test, Smith addresses the booth full 
of people. 

“Can someone run down there and be a dummy?" 

When she’s satisfied with the cameras and has sun 
thraugh the opening seg- 
ment twice, she folds her 
legs up on the rolling 
chais in front of the 
“switcher,” the control 
board. “We got 35 minutes ‘til airtime and we're done; 
that’s good,” she says as she gathers her straight, brown 
hair into a temporary ponytail.
